Very few men, we venture to say, have 
carefully noted the steep and steady climax 
of the long succession of public men. in the 
United States, from 1781 to 1854;—-how, 
although we may have begun at the for- 
mer date with fair selections, we have con- 
tinned to make better until for the last 
twenty vears our leaders and: representa- 
tives, at home and abroad—our whole force 
of officials, executive and legislative, na- 
tional, state and municipal, has mustered as 
a host of high-souled, noble-minded, un- 
spotted men, distinguished by every private 


and public excellence ;—by surpassing tal- 


ents, suspicionless disinterestedness, trans- 
lucent purity of motive, invincible modesty 
aid patience—crowned, in short, with star- 
ry coronals of virtues whose pure Tustre 
might+befit a white-robed choir of angels. 

While George Washington, John <Ad- 
ams, Thomas Jefferson, John Quincy Ad- 
ams, and James Madison were Presidents, 
and generally, while they were public 
life, an impression decidedly favorable to 
their reputation as statesmen, thinkers and 
citizens, extensively prevailed, There were 
many who thought them honest, wise and 
trustworthy. In fact it was currently be- 
lieved that they were the ablest men in 
th* nation. 

All that may be so. But those obscure 
und old fashioned virtues of. theirs, well 
enough in their small way, and in the slow 
times of our earlier history, would now, 
amidst the sparkling sky-rocketing glorics 
of Young America, be tedious and insignif- 
icant to extremity. Are those dull and 
square-toed worthies to be cempared to the 
vigantic men who have lately shed upon 
tle presidential chair the lambent light of 


their respective coronals as aforesaid—to 


the splendid intellects and grand achieve- 
ments, in war, in peace, and in the hearts

Having thus discussed the morals of 
present political action, it is appropriate to 
investigate the causes of their decline. — 
These—at least the immediate causes—we 
judge not difficult to discover. They are 
all included in one, and that is, the degre- 
dation of averrge intelligence in the voting 
body. This degradation, again, we trace 
to three sources, as follows: 

1. The ingress of ignorant foreigners. 

2. The increasing proportion of ignorant 
native voters; which two influences add in- 
competent Voters to the lists. 3 

3. The neglect, by the more capable por- 
tion of the voting population, of their pre- 


liminary duties as mediate, though actual 


governors, Which paralyzes the strength of 
our intelligent voters. 
» Of these three sources the first two are 
statistically investigable; the last capable 
only of estimation, 
First.—Ingress of ignorant foreigners. 
X short excursus at this point will save 
misunderstanding. Ignorant, we intend 
not merely in respect of literary cultiva- 


tion (for many of the continential new-com- 


ers have enjoyed very thorough school or 
college discipline, ) but ignorant tor the pur- 
poses of Republican government, It is a 
truth almost entirely ignored of late, that 
a Republican frame of govermment can ex- 
ist only by virtue of intelligence and moral- 
ity among the governed. This has been 
proclaimed and: reiterated to nanseation, 
but it is not felt. Americans by birth and 
descent, growing up among a law-abiding 
community, in law-abiding habits, do not 
understand the dislike and disregard of our 
immigrants for law, It is felt, here, that 
the law is a body of regulations most delib- 
erately elaborated from the best wisdom of 
the nation—that it is substantially the ex- 
pression of the common and moral sense of 
the community—and that as such it is to 
be obeyed. And when a law transcends 
either this. common sense or this moral 
sense, or contravenes them, it is repealed, 
silently ignored, or steadily disobeyed, and 
perishes. The law is upheld by the consent 
of the people to obey it; and their consent 
is based-upon the truth that it is right and 
good, and that, therefore, for the sake of 
right and of consistency too, since they 
have actually or acquiescently made it, they 
must obey it. 

Our immigration population, however, 
whether intellectually or scholastically edu- 
cated or not, have nothing of this. Their 
relations to established laws have not been 


those of the intelligent operator to the ma-. 


chine which he-has made, but those of the 
surly blindfold beast under burdens extran- 
eously superimposed, Their relations to 
constituted government have been such as 
to array all their manly feelings and syin- 
pathiessagainst it instead of for it. Their 
government is something established before 
their day, by some arbitrary and irrespon- 


sibly powerful individual or class. It is not. 


their voice, speaking their will, but another 
voice ignoring or crushing their will. It 
has restrained, silenced, exacted, oppressed. 
And so they never acquire any reverence 
for it, but only a fearful and hateful obedi- 
ence, Which makes them ready to overturn 
and destroy, while they learn nothing of 
the self-restraint and governing power 
Which should fit them to build up. When, 
therefore, they have erected any fabric of 


Jaw to replace an old one destroyed, this 


education in irreverence makes them ready 


to kick it down for the merest theoretical 


shadow of experiment, even for just a 
change. Such defects, together with that 
other great one, the want of a religious el- 
ement, in social and political character, 


have caused the instability and unreliable-- 


ness of modern European republics; and 
fully explain and justify the doubtful feel- 
ing with which men looked upon them, and 
wished, rather than hoped or expected, 
that they would endure, 

Thus, too many Europeans feel in Ea- 
rope, and thus they feel here. Without 
clear perceptions of the proper extent of 
the province of law—of the right relation 
between the mental and moral progress of 
the human race and the stringency or scope 
of legislative enactments—indeed, very of- 
ten with an idea that no law, other than 
that of individual supremacy, i. e. of brute 
might and right, is either right or expedi- 
ent, they rebound from the close despotism 
at home into almost a delirium of unre- 
strained freedom here, Inthe wide liberty 
of this Repubiic they do not impinge every 
moment npon the contracted enactments of 
a power working only by pressure and con- 
straint. They come into an exhiliarating 
atmosphere which gladdens them into an 
‘unreflecting extremity of license; as chil- 
dren running out of a gloomy and silent 
school, riot and frolic with shouting and 
outrageous mirth, in the bright warm sun 
outside. 

Therefore, when they feel their new im- 
portance, and demagogues and honest men 
seek their votes, the demagogues succeed 
best, for they flatter most and promise most; 
saying what is agreeable, without reference 
to what is true; encouraging license, for the 
sake of selfish gain, rather than enforcing 
necessary and wholesome legal restraint. 

In 1832 the total Presidential vote ( with- 
out South Carolina) was about 1,250,000. 
There are, perhaps, no data for determin- 
ing with demonstrating certainty what pro- 
portion of these were foreigners; but 15,- 
000 is a very liberal estimate. In 1840 
the Presidential vote was 2,400,000; while 


‘the number of foreign born voters calcula- | 


ted by the same method as before, was now 
nearly quadrupled, having risen to 54,000; 
one forty-sixth of the whole, instead of one 
eighty-third. Again, the Presidential vote 
of 1852 was about 3,150,000; and the for- 
eign born vote in this, about 188,000; one 
seventeenth of the whole, instead of one 
eighty-third—having multiplied itself by 


~ 


twelve nearly, while the total vote had not 
tripled; a portentous increase! 
And this influx of ignorance is annually 


increasing. The immigration of the last 


five years will average nearly 300,000 a 
year; nearly a thousand a-day; almost a 
hundred and fifty voters a-day. | 

Second. Increase in’ number of ignorant 


native voters. 


The whole number of persons over twen- 
ty years old, unable to read or to write, 
was, in 1840, 550,000; and, in 1850, 
1,050,000; giving an iucrease, during that 
period, of 500,000. Halve this, to allow 
for females and persons between twenty and 
twenty-one, and the increase of voters una- 
ble to read and write, from 1840 to 1850, 
is 250,000. Now, the increase of the for- 
eign born vote during that period (compu- 
ted as in the note above,) was 110,000; of 
whom it wasbefore granted that half might 
be counted as educated, in some sense.— 
Subtract, therefore, the uneducated half, 
55,000, from 250,000, and the remainder, 
195,000 is the increase of native born igno- 
ramuses, from 1840 to 1850. The native 
illiterari, in that decennium, added one- 
third to the whole thick-skulled host; while 
the entire army of voters increased no more. 
This is substantially a retrogréssion; since 
it is upon the more thorough training of 
the native youth that we must depend te 
counteract the ceaseless and increasing in- 
vasion of adult ignorance; and, in fact, the 
stolid phalanx has tripled its foolish muster 
rool, while the total population has only in- 
creased by one third, 

Third: The neglect by intelligent voters, 
of their preliminary duties. 

Perhaps this one evil, well remedied, 
would remove all oecasion for the existing 
and widely spread dissatisfaction at the con- 
dition of the present party machinery,—

The Musquit Tree. 


A Texas paper contains the following 
intefesting account of the tree concerning 
which so much has been said as affording a 
gum which is thought will prove an excel- 
lent substitute for gum arabic, and the et- 
ting of which it is believed, will, ere long, 
prove a profitable employment for Indians 
of the West: ea 

“This is a very abundant timber in many 
portions of Western Texas, possessing some 
remarkable and valuable properties. It 
deserves attention. Although a very com- 
pact and heavy wood, and generally free 
from rot, yet the centre portion ig generally 


shivere] in circles often as near as two or 
- three inches to the surface. 


It splits with 
remarkable accuracy through the centre, 
and, although a scrubby low ‘growth, its 
great durability renders it valuable for posts 
and fencing material. A _ considerable 
amount of timber may be procured from it, 


and for furniture there is scareely any wood 


superior to it. It takes a beautiful smooth 
polish, never shrinks, although put togeth- 
ergreen. The color is at first bright brown, 
and with age assumes a deeper bright. 
Perhaps no wood yields greater 
portion is very thin;. oftew not more than 
one fourth of an ineh thick. If -the tree is 
hacked in the months of June or July, a 
gum issues in considerable quantities, and 
hardens from the action of the sun, having 
all the properties of gum arabic. The de- 
cayed wood by being burnt under cover 
yields a large amount of benzoic acid, The 
burning of this wood_in stoves is very de- 
structive to them; the grating and sides 
are rapidly corroded both by the heat of 
the grate and acid vapor of the burning 
fuel.

Chinese New Year. 


The following account of the manner of 
observing the commencement of a New 
Year, by the Chinese, we copy from the 
Oriental. Their New Year begins on the 
16th of February. : | 

Their whole population previous to it pay 
off all old debts; and then renovate houses 
and shops, faded dresses, wrinkled faces, 
and sore hearts. From the white and thin 
cued patriarch to the urchin who cachin- 
nates over the explosion of his fire crack- 
ers, itis a day of universal rejoicing. The 
new yearis every body’s birthday, All 
count from it; so that an infant born on 
the night before is two years old on that 
morning. New inscriptions, poetical or 
superstitious, are pasted, in blazing red, 
over every part of their buildings. Every 
body visits, in his finest garments, and 
is visited in turn. There are heard on 
every hand the thunder of gongs, drums, 
and every other noise that wood, met- 
al, catgut, merry muscles, and _boister- 
ous lungs, can compound. The reports of. 
bad gunpowder, snapping, fizzing, cracking, 
and roaring, from ordnance of all sizes, be- 
tween a boys popgun and a war-junk’s twen- 
ty-four pounder, help the heart of the old 
empire to give another grand beat, and 
heave the tide of life for another year. 

But amid _ all the riot of this greatest of 
Chinese festivals there are seen none of the 
confusions and contusions that disfigure the 
day amidst our own Anglo-Hibernian, race. 
Amid all the debauchery of the ensuing 
feasts there seems no disposition to quarrels 
and mutual injury, Each one is merry and 
obsequious, and expects every, one else to 
put on all the manners he has ever been 
taught upon so important an occasion. 


Anatomy and Propagation of Mosquitoes. 


Ata recent meeting of the Society of 
Natural History, in Boston, Dr. Durkee, of 
that city, exhibited under the microscope 
the rostrum or sting of the common Mos- 
quito, (Culex pipiens.) The Doctor remark- 
ed that one of the most remarkable features 
in the anatomy of the mosquito is that the 
parts which constitute the mouth ure elon- 
gated, so as to form a beak extending hor- 
izontally, like that of some birds. The 
beak or sting is about half the length of 
the body, and to the unassisted eye appears 
to be very simple in its structure. When 
examined with microscope, however, it is 
found to be composed of seven different 
parts, which are comparatively stout on one 
edge. These parts vary in length, and can 
be separated from each other without much 
difficulty. They are broad at the upper 
part, where they are united to the head, 
and they gradually taper to a.point. One 
of the parts is a tubular canal_or groove, 
in which the others are lodged when the 
proboscis is not in use. Dr. D. stated that 
he had not been able to find any appear- 
ance of teeth, except on the two longest 
pieces; in these he had found them near the 
tip. The two longest pieces, also, are mark: 
ed by transvere lines, extending from one 
edge to the other, throughout their whole 
length. 

Cuvier and others state that the male 
mosquito does not suck blood. From re- 
peated examinations, Dr. D. has satisfied 
himself chat the male has no sting, and con- 
sequently cannot draw blood. The female
